(daughter  of  Charles  Brockton  Phila.,  PaT]  “widow 
of  Win.  Mayberry,  Irnmnaster  of  Hereford.  Berks 
Co.,  Pa.  3  lie  Rev.  Alexander  Murray,  Missionary 
to  America  from  the  Church  of  England  officiated 
in  St.  Gabriel's  Church,  Douglassville,  Pa. 


RICHARD  TEA,  born  1731,  baptised  September 
23rd,  1731  in  St.  Andrew’s  Church,  Holborn, 
London,  England,  son  of  JoVm  (Citizen  and  Inn¬ 
holder)  and  Hannah  Tea,  nee  (who  after  the  death 
of  John  Tea  married  a  Cole. 

Richard  was  admitted  to  Christ’s  Hospital, 
London,  the  oldest  public  school  of  England,  for 
education  in  1740,  sponsored  by  Sir  Win.  Leman, 
Bart.  A  release  from  there  reading:-  Richard  To/ 
is  this  day  August  19th,  1740  released  from  Christ 
Hospital  forever.,  in  the  20th  year  of  the  reign  of 
our  Sovereign  Lord  George,  the  second,  by  Grace 
of  God,  of  Great  Britain,  France  and  Ireland,  Kin" 
Defender  of  the  Faith,  etc. -signed  John  Ashton 
and  Richard  March. 

The  above  and  also  the.  following  letter  preserved 
in  the  Philadelphia  Historical  Society.

rudiments  of  Gcometery  and  Trigonometry.

show  his  attachment  to  the  general  cause;  hut  the 
influence  of  the  Tory*  (for  I  can  call  them  nothin'; 
else)  in  his  Battalion  is  such  that  not  50  ever  met. 

Agreeable  to  your  orders  of  18th  January,  last,  I 
have  sent  down  one  Abram  Han  Latchar  who  calls 
himself  a  Mcnonist,  and  that  his  conscience,  will  not 
let  him  take  up  arms,  But  his  conscience  does  not 
prevent  him  from  riding  to  a  Township  meeting 
when  they  were  called  together  in  order  to  make 
themselves  ready  to  declare  publicity  that  the  Col. 
(  had  no  orders  for  doing  what  he  did.  Nay,  he  went 

so  far  as  to  sav  that  the  present  Assembly  were  no 
legal  body.  As  to  myself  he  made  it  his  business 
to  go  to  a  publick  house  and  there  declare  he  would 
use  me  ill,  if  any  opportunity  offered,  for  detaining 
his  gun  which  was  taken  from  him  as  an  Non-associ- 
ator.  I  have  sent  the  witnesses  with  the  party  and 
make  no  doubt  the  Council  will  deal  with  him  in  a 
proper  manner.  There  are  a  number  of  others  but 
1  for  want  of  evidence  and  people  to  take  them,  I  am 

afraid  they  will  escape,  who  deserve  to  be  confined. 

I  have  a  letter  from  the  Speaker  of  the  House 
requesting  me  to  go  down  and  take  my  seat  in  the 
Council  of  the  State  but  cannot  think  of  leaving  iny 
family  in  the  humour  the  people  are  in  at  this  time. 
If  some  method  is  not  taken  to  make  this  Battalion 
do  their  duty,  I  must  resign.

Boone,  born  November  1st,  1785,  died  August  4th, 
1853,  buried  in  Lxcter  Friends  Cemetery,  grave  21, 
4th  row.  Ann,  who  married  Thomas  Boone, 
April  20th,  17SS  died  November  23rd,  1821,  buried 
Exeter  Friends  Cemetery,  grave  No.  (J,  1st  row.- 
1  -Mary,  who  married  George  Douglass,  November 
3rd,  1792,  was  born  December  25th,  1773  and  died 
September  4th,  1S48  and  is  buried  in  St.  Gabriel's 
Cemetery,  Douglassville,  Pa.  (see  photo.  No.  4  on 
opposite  page.  Robert, ‘"who  married  Mary  Long- 
streth,  in  Old  Swede’s  Church  of  Philadelphia,  Aug¬ 
ust  25th,  1SOO,  moved  to  New  Brighton,  Penna. 

-Henrietta,  married  to  Isaiah  Hughes,  buried  in 
Catawissa  Friend’s  Cemetery,  Penna. 

Brodgen.or  Brockton  of  whom  we  have  no  record. 

Richard  Tea,  Sr.  was  chosen  and  elected  one  of 
the  Supreme  Executive  Councilors  of  the  state  of 
Pennsylvania,  November  5th,  1770  from  Hereford 
township,  Berks  County,  and  was  a  Surveyor  and 
Ironmaster  (Record  of  this  election  in  Pennsylvania 
Archives,  Cth  series,  volume  9,  page  50. 

A  letter  he  sent  to  that  body  on  February  21st, 
1777  is  as  follows  :- 
Gentlemen  : 

I  have  been  at  a  great  deal  of  pain  and 
trouble  to  draw  out  Col.  Hunter’s  Battalion,  (who 
is  absent  at  the  Assembly)  in  order  to  join  General 
Washington,  when  it  was  the  duty  of  every  man  to 


Homs  of  Richard  and  Ann  Tea  at 
Mayberry  Furnace  which  is  near 
Huffs  Church,  Berks  County,  Pa. 
The  mill  is  known  as  Mensch's 
Mill  since  1822. 

Ann  and  Richard  resided  here 
until  1782,  then  moved  to 
Exeter,  Pa. 
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lie  resigned  April  Sth  1777  and  in  the  Pennsylvania 
Archives  is  this  note:-  .  "On  April  9th  an  writ  was 
issvied  to  the  Sheriff  of  Berks  County,  requiring  him 
to  hold  an  election  for  choosing  a  Representative 
from  said  county,  in  the  Council  and  make  return 
thereof  on  May  12th  next.”  He  took  the  oath  of 
Allegiance  on  August  20th,  1777,  signature  can  be 
seen  at  Historical  Society  of  Reading,  Pa. 

On  April  11th,  1783  he  and  Ann  his  wife  sold  to 
Frederick  Huff,  144  acres  for  the  sum  of  G75  pounds 
in  gold,  of  his  farm  land  in  Hereford  Township,  (this 
item  from  book  A,  vol.  5,  page  371  and  376,  Berks 
Court  Records.)  Huff  sold  to  Mentph,  and  Mentch 
sold  to  the  Reformed  Church  for  a  summer  home  for 
children.  The  original  home  still  stands  and  is  in  an 
excellent  state  of  preservation  (193S)  (see  photo.  1 
and  2  on  other  side.)  On  land  is  a  granite  monu¬ 
ment-  in  the  shape  of  the  first  cast  iron  stove  made 
in  America,  by  Thomas  and  William  Mayberry. 

It  was  erected  by  the  Historical  Society.  Said  stove 
is  in  possession  of  Berks  County  Historical  Society, 
(see  photo.  3  on  other  side.)  After  sale  oT  Hereford 
Property,  they  bought,  a  fann  in  1773  of  400  acres  in 
Kxeter  Township  which  was  situated  on  the  old  Phila 
pike  just.wcst  of  Stonersvillc.  After  the  death  of 
Ann,  Richard  sold  this  farm  and  resided  with  his 
daughter  Ann  ancl  her  husband,  Thomas  Boone, 
Monacacy  Station,  until  his  death.

On  April  4th,  1780,  Richard  Tea  1st,  bought  a 
farm  in  Exeter  Township,  Berks  Co.,  Pa.,  212  acres 
for  1200  lbs  gold.  (Recorder  of  Deeds  office  Berks 
Co.  Court  House,  Vol.  19  Page  111.)  The  land  was 
first  a  grnnt  to  Elias  Hughes,  in  1733,  later  owned 
by  Joseph  and  Elizabeth  Anthony. 

In  1795  Richard  Tea  sold  to  Thomas  Hughes  for 
1000  lbs.  The  farm  bordered  by  the  lands  of  Judah 
Boone,  Sam’i.  Webb,  Sam'l.  Hughes,  Issack  Levan, 
Peter  Bechtel,  Issack  Boone.  The  mill  race  by  land 
of  Abel  Thomas,  Jacob  VanReed,  Thos.  Chcrington, 
and  Christian  Sheffer.  A  race  was  to  be  built  on  the 
land  of  Sam’l  Webb  to  water  the  meadows  of  R.Tca’s 
land  from  tho  West  side  of  Monacncy  Creek,  also 
one  from  the  East  to  bring  the  water  there  tho  first 
three  days  of  every  week  forever. 

In  1708  Richard  Tea  bought  a  farm  from  Sam'l. 
Bectam  in  Amity  Township,  (Vol.  10.) 

The  farm  on  which  Richard  Tea  1st,  resided  after 
the  death  of  his  Wife,  1709  to  1800,  was  owned  by 
Thomas  Boone,  husband  of  his  eldest  daughter  Ann 
It  was  at  a  place  now  known  as  Monacncy  Station, 
about  8  miles  South  of  Reading  on  Phiia.  Pike,  It 
was  bouuded  by  "Wm.  Bird’s  dam”  old  Phiia.  Rd. 
called  Myo  great  Rd.”  and  the  River.  Wm.  Boone! 
Father  of  Thomas,  sold  it  in  1705  to  John  Lincoln! 
who  sold  to  Henry  Lee  or  Lehr.  Thomas  Boone 
bought  it  in  1797. 


Richard  Tea  2nd,  married  Hanna,  daughter  of 
John  Boone,  she.  was  born.
